As  a  Pastor  I  am  responsible  to  help  bring  relief  to  those  who  suffer.  I  am  not 
being  responsible  to  our  donors  and  my  family  who  help  me  to  provide?  Should  I 
continue  taking  donations,  only  to  see  them  thrown  into  garbage  trucks? 
Honestly,  you  have  been  one  of  the  officials  that  I  have  looked  up  to  in  the 
Valley;  you  have  done  some  very  positive  things  for  the  unhoused  "constituents” 
of  CD  3  and  in  the  City  of  Los  Angeles.  Today  I  am  conflicted  and  actually 
drained.  I  can't  take  tax  payer  funds  from  your  office  and  see  that  money  go  into 
the  back  of  a  trash  truck  for  the  sake  of  saying  that  your  office  granted  it  to  us.
